Luncheon Menu. 


It is a good idea not to serve meat of any

| big dinner which is quite unavoidable, 


_ dce-cold fruit salad is a particularly refresh- 
ing dish in this sugary season, and although 
there are not many fresh fruits in season the 
preserved variety can be relied on to fill the 
gaps. I know that some people cheerfully 
empty out the contents of a tin of mixed 
fruit salad and serve it without any 
further preparation ; quite eatable, of course, 
but not to be compared with a more care- 
fully res salad. 

All my should be strained from the tinned 
or bot reserved fruit, and this liquid, 
together with either loaf or coarse granulated 
sugar, should be heated slowly in a lined 
saucepan until the sugar is dissolved, and then 
allowed to boil without. stirring until a syrup 
forms. The quantity of sugar used should be 
at the rate of half a pound of sugar to half 
a pint of. liquid. Allow this to cool, and 
flavour well with sherry or liqueur before 
adding to the fruit. A few drops of colouring 
added to the syrup improve its appearafite, 


Points of Perfection. 


There are a few points which seem to me 
well worth attention if perfection is the goal. 
The first. is that I never use any part of 
orange or grapefruit in the salad save the 
juice which I include in the syrup-meking 
liquid. Secondly, if bananas are to be in- 
cluded—and they are an excellent and 
economical addition—they must not be sliced 
into the mixture until just before service, else 
they blacken and destroy the appearance of 
the salad 

Lastly, and most troublesomely, I seed and 
ecl the grapes. It was not in Ireland that 
learned the difference between whole grapes 
and peeled seeded grapes. Once you use the 
latter in a fruit salad you will never want to 
serve them otherwise. Also I advise the use 
of the best grapes. If economy must be prac- 
tised, then use a lesser quantity. 

You note that I oe use the juice of 
oranges in my salad, but for those who like 
oranges I can recommend a delicious salad 
made entirely of oranges. After peeling the 
required amount of. fruit, remove every par- 
ticle of pith by scraping with a sharp knife. 
Next divide the fruit in sections and remove 
pips. Place in layers in a bowl and sprinkle

Winter Salad.

Choosing the Turkey. 


Turkeys, for example, should be hung fully 
a week before being dressed, so they must be 
chosen early next week. If the weather is 
very cold while they are hanging, they should 
be brought into the warm kitchen a few hours 
before they are put in the oven. 

Although the very large bird puts up a 
better show for such an important meal as 
Christmas dinner, yet many good housewives 
will choose a moderate-sized bird, as it is 
hkely to be more tender. The hen turkey is 
considered the better. If it is young and 
plump the legs will be black and smooth; 
the eyes should be bright and the feet pliable. 

The breast of the turkey is so large that the 
carver will have an easy job if the company 
is small. If by chance the household is large, 
and the carver indifferent or a novice,” then 
my advice is to have the turkey boned by the 
poulterer. It can then be sliced as easily as a 
galantine. 

When turkey is to be served cold and 
whole, it should be stuffed with sausage meat, 
firmly trussed, and roasted. When.cold glaze 
with two coats of dissolved glaze, the first 
coat being allowed to dry before the other is 
added. Garnish attractively with lemon, 
twrsley, beet-root and ‘jelly. 


Ham Hints. 


Ham, that favourite partner of turkey, is 
usually chosen more by weight and brand 
than otherwise.

ANIMAL SLAUGHTER. 

The Slaughter of Animals Bill, 1933, was 
again considered on the second stage. 

Mr. BROWN said that the humane killer 
had already been adopted by a large number 
of people, aud had been found eminently 
satisfactory. The only possible objection to 
the bill was that it might be difficult to put 
in force, but experience was to the contrary. 

Mr. COUNTHAN said that if the promoters 
of this bill had confined themselves to the 
section for the use of the humane killer they 
would not have received much opposition in 
that House. The bill was not as harmless as 
it seemed. The real promoters of the bill 
were the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. He had no grievance 
against the society: they were a very 
excellent body of kind hearted people, who 
did much good in preventing cruelty; but 
they were rather inclined to go too far, and 
in very many cases they, in their anxiety to 
prevent cruelty tu animals, committed extreme 
cruelty and hardship on human beings. 

Mr. BROWN said that the society referred 
to had nothing to do with the promotion of 
that bill. 

Mr. COUNIHAN said that he objected to 
the proposal under which all surts of people 
who knew very little about the work could 
inspect slaughterhouses. He was anxious for 
a bill of that sort, but it should be an agreed 
bill, in connection with which the trade con- 


: cerned should be consulted, 


OBJECTION TO GUNS. 

Mr. WILSON said that he was in favour 
of the principle of the bill, but he objected 
to it being bolstered up with unnecessary 
regulations which would interfere with the 
business of farmers an’ but. hers. and because 
it differentiated betwen different classes of 
stock. He had seen in uve in the Dublin 
Abattoir an _ electrical apparatus which 
stunned the animal before it was slaughtered, 
and would prefer to see if used instead of 
the guns that were suggested. 

“This shooting business,” he said, “is 
very annoying, and all these guns in a country 
like ours—a country of gunmen—is not a 
matter for jesting, and is a dangerous matter 
altogether.” If the humane killing of animals 
was to be done properly the bill should be 
strinoped of the provisions that he objected to. 

Mr. QUIRKE agaaid that he was not in 
agreement with the bill as it stood. Jt was 
incomplete, because it did not include all 
animals. 

Mr. COMYN said that he regretted that 
the bill had not come forward as a Govern- 
ment measure, as it might then represent the 
views of the general community. It now re- 
presented a group of peisons cr associations 
whose ideas might be distorted. It repre- 
sented ar attempt to reculate the business of 
farmers. (Cries of ' What about the Govern- 
ment?’’) Frankly, he admitted that the prac- 
tice had gone far enough. (Hear, hear.) He 
objected to any unnecessary interference with 
the farming community. He was in favour 
of humane killing, but said it had not vet 
been proved that the humane killer was 
superior to the old method. The purpose of 
the five shillings mentioned in the bill was 
to finance groups of interfering people.

_ Mr. COUNTHAN, moving the second read. | 
ing of the Animals (Anzsthetics) (Amendment) | 


Bill, 1933, said that it had the whole-hearted 
support of the Minister for Agriculture, to 
whom he had submitted it before he intro- 
duced it. Under the 1919 Act it was unlawful 
to dishorn any animal over one month old 
without using a general anesthetic. This 
bill proposed to repeal that Act, which should 
never have been applied to Ireland, because 
it had not been, and could not be. enforced 

‘‘ We dishorn in this country,” he said, 
‘about 200,000 cattle, These illegal opera- 
tions were performed by 20,000 farmers, and 
there were only one or two prosecutions for 
these 200,000 illegal operations every year. 
In consequence m that state of affairs, the 
law should be repealed.”” He did not con- 
sider it cruelty to dishorn cattle, It was 
probably painful, but it was quick. He 
mentioned cases where cattle put under an 
anzsthetic for dishorning, died under the 
anesthetic. He also heard of cases where 
cattle, after being dishorned under an 
anesthetic, afterwards ran wild when the 
operation was over, He had never heard of 
such things occurring when the operation 
was performed without anmsthetics. Cattle 
suffered much more discomfort when dis 
horned under anesthetics than in the 
ordinary way. 


FREE STATE CATTLE. 


In the Free State they raised akout one 
million head of cattle in the year, of which 
about eight hundred thousand were exported. 
Most of their cattle had to undergo long 
traosport, and it had heen found that, by 
dishorning them, they were saved from in- 
flieting injury on each other. The big portion 
of their polled cattle were sent to Scetland 
and the North of England where, because 
they were hornless, they were able to be 
kept in loose houses or covered yards. The 
cattle were saved the pain and cruelty thev 
would have to endure if they had horns. In 
that case they would he kept tied in stalls. 
as they could not be left to roam about and 
injure each other in sheds. Another aspect 
that they should consider was that, if the 
Free State did not supply polled cattle to the 
buyers in Scotland and England, the cattle 
would be imported from Canada, where they 
were dishorned without anesthetics. 

Mr. M. COMYN. seconding the motion, 
said that whilst Judges of the High Courts 
in England held it was cruelty to dishor 
animals without anesthetics the judges im 
Ireland and Scotland held that it was not 
cruelty. He admitted that dishorning with- 
out anesthetics inflicted pain—how much no 
one could say—but he submitted that the 
pain was much less severe than the pain 
which animals not dishorned inflicted by gor- 
ing each other, either in transit or when kept 
in loose sheds or yards. He contended that 
the term, “ bovine animals,” had bhaen 
slipped into legislation, having been inserted 
in the Schedule of the English Act of 1919 at 
a time when there were no Irish representa- 
tives in the House of Commons. It was, he 
said, slipped in among cats, dogs, and other 
animals, 


RETROGRADE STEP. 


Mr. 8. L. BROWN described the bill as a | 


retrograde step. The test of a country's 
civilisation was how it treated dumb animals.

Mr. FARREN said that the House would 
make itself ridieulous by passing this measure 
to remove from the Statute Book an Act

by Mr. John Keating, R.H.A., last 
night, before the Academy of Christian Art, 
at Wynn's Hotel, Dublin. 

Mr. T. J. Byrne, F.R.1.B.A., presided. 

Mr. Keating said’ that the system of teach- 
ing painting which they had at present was 
inaugurated by Prince Albert in 1850, when 
he instituted his famous Department ol 
Science and Art. lt was based on a mis 
conception, which was that art could be 
manufactured, die denounced literary 
evaluators of the works of artists, and said 
of the Book of Kells that it was not Celtic 
art, but monastic art. 

We could not, he said, claim that we had 
not got art on the ground of our unhappy 
history. Practically. every country had the 
same history; yet that did not prevent the 
production of art. Though elsewhere the 
yatrons and protectors of art, the Church in 
loslend ignored it. For evidence of that, 
they had only to look at the inside of any 
church or chapel, or at the windows of any 
Catholic repository. This was not a matter 
of price, but of choice. 

Even our own Government had ignored 
art. He knew that the present Government 
was sincerely mterested in the establishment 
of a native cniture, but so far they had cene 
nothing for painting or sculpture, He did 
not know what place art held in the list of 
things to be done, but evidently it was 
nowhere near the top. He added that the 
only institution which did anything to enable 
Irish painters and craftsmen to live and 
work in lreland was.the Irish Hospuitais 
Trust,

If we had the disadvartage of having no 
traditions, we hed at least been saved from 
traditionalism, aud thrt was all to the good. 

| think, he said, that, although we have 
no traditions in art, we have the material for 
native art. I believe in the latent capacity 
of the Irish people. Nothing else can explain 
their resistance as a nation to the virus of 
Anglo-Saxon . vulgarity. Nothing but the 
capacity for art can explain the existence of 
Gaelic music, poetry and dancing. Behind 
the faces of the frish there is a soul. 

We have in Ireland, at the present 
moment, a number of young Irishmen of 
talent and individual character. We have 
here all the material for an Irish School of 
Art, if the individuals were given the neces- 
sary facilities and encouragement. I have 
an idea of how these facilities, if granted, 
could be used in a native school of Irish 
painting. While IT do not believe in a kind 
of school that is created from the bones of 
painters dead 100 years, I do believe in a 
working schoo! of living men. 

1 would like to see this schodd launched 
in the Gaeltacht. lt would cost about a 
tenth of what we are spending on art edaca- 
tion with poor results, and 1 should be very 
happy to talk more about it to anyone who 
would help te realise it.
